Senator Neill, who was one of the

1 $100,000,000 highway bond issue, de- 


clared that disposal of the question 
was an outstanding feature of the 
legislative session, 

“The matter of highway bonds,” he 
said, “has been removed from discus- 
sion for a long time by enactment of 
the 6-cent gasoline tax measure, 
which is expected to bring in an ad- 
ditional $4,000,000 for construction of 
roads in Georgia every year. Exclud- 
ing maintenance and overhead costs, 
there should be available for highway 
purposes about $12,000,000 annually.” 

The most far-reaching measure 
passed by the legislature, in the opin- 
ion of Senator Neill, was the con- 
stitutional income tax bill, which au- 
thorizes the assembly to levy a tax 
not exceeding 5 per cent on net in- 
comes, providing the proposition is 
ratified by voters of the state in the 
next general election.

THREE OF 185 CHOSEN 
FOR GASTONIA JURY 


Selection of Jurors in Strike 
Murder Trial Moves 
Slowly. 


Charlotte, N. C., August 27.— 
(United News.)—A steady stream of 
country merchants, textile workers 
and farmers passed in and out of 
the Mecklenberg county court room 
today as selection of a jury to try 
16 textile strikers on charges of con- 
spiracy to murder got under way. 

The contention of the defense 
throughout that it would be difficult 
to obtain 12 of 1,000 men who were 
not prejudiced in the case seemed to- 
day to have been sustantiated by the 
numbers rejected. 

When court adjourned at 5:15 p. 
m. only three of the 185 men examined 


were held qualified. They are 8. L. 
Caldwell and Zeb Morris, Jr., farm- 
ers, and J. O. McCoy, a steel worker. 

Defense counsel contended another 
special venire of more than 300 will 
be necessary before a jury is obtained. 
Questioning today was largely of the 
members of the special venire of 200. 

Most of the prospective jurors ques- 
tioned were dismissed because they 
said they had formed the opinion that 
some of the 13 men and three women

VETS URGE ATTENTION 
TOU. 5. DEFENSE AGT 


Appropriations Committee 
Criticized for) Inertia in 
Providing Funds. 


St. Paul, August 28.—(/)—Vet- 
erans of foreign wars today went on 
record favoring more active attention 
by the federal government to carry- 
ing out the provisions of the national 
defense act at their 30th annual en- 


campment here. 

Criticizing the appropriations com- 
mittee of the house of representatives 
for “inertia” in respect to supplying 
funds. a resolution was adopted charg- 
ing that the defense act has been 
“emasculated.” It urged that “ade- 
quate, efficient and prompt execution 
of the requirements of the act, which 
is the will of the people of the United 
States,” be taken. 

Other resolutions dealing with the 
subject of preparedness are being 
drafted for presentation at sessions of 
the convention Thursday and Friday. 
A strong program in this direction 
has previously been advocated by the 
organization. 

This afternoon the veterans, mem- 
bers of the veterans’ auxiliary, with 
nearly 50 bands and marching corps, 
paraded through downtown streets, 
forming one of the longest parades in 
its history. It required one hour and 
40 minutes for the marchers to pass 
a given point, 


ONE DEAD, 20 HURT 
BY THREE GIANT 
FIRES INGERMANY 


Berlin, August 28.—(4)—Three big 
fires in various parts of Germany to- 
day, killing one, injuring a score and 
causing damage running into millions, 
overshadowed even the trans-Ameri- 
ean flight of the Graf Zeppelin on 
the front pages of Berlin newspapers. 

Twelve firemen were seriously in- 
jured in fighting a spectacular blaze 
on Kurfuerstendamm, the Broadway 
of Berlin. 

One workman was killed and sev- 
eral injured by a terrific explosion 
in glycerine works at Hamburg. Fear- 
ing other blasts, hundreds of homes 
in the vicinity of the plant were 
abandoned. 

The entire village of -Wormsefelde, 
near Landsberg, was razed by a fire 
which began in the early morning. 
Thirty homes were destroyed and the 
occupants lost all of their posses- 
sions.

SOVIET ACCUSES CHINA 


OF BORDER VIOLATION 


Three Separate Offenses Are 
Listed in Report Sent to 
Moscow. 


Moscow, August 29—(Thursday)— 
(?)—Reports received early this morn- 
ing from Blagoveschensk on the north- 
ern Manchurian border, charged the 
Chinese with three separate border 
violations. 

Soviet border posts ten miles from 
the station of Manchura on the west- 
ern frontier of the Chinese district 
of that name were said to have been 
fired upon by artillery from the Chi- 
nese side. 

The captain of the steamer Karl 
Liebknecht and several passengers 
were wounded when the vessel was 
fired on when about 15 miles from 
Blagoveschensk. The Chinese also 
were alleged to have fired on a soviet 
cutter in the Ussuri river near Iman.

HURST PREPARES 
TQ RECEIVE ZEPPELIN 


‘Giant Air Liner Expected To 


Arrive at Port Thurs- 
day. 


Lakehurst, N. J., August 28.—(?) 
Personnel of the naval air station 
made preparations today for the re- 
c.ption of the round-the-world air 
liner Graf Zeppelin, whieh was ex- 
pected. early Thursday. 

The ground crew of S00 binejack- 
ets and marines augmented by 50 
sailors from the Dhiladelphia navy 
vard, was 1eady under command 
Lieutenant S. bb. Peck, stationapoor- 
ing officer. 

Any quantity of hydrogen, the in- 
flammable lift gas and the gaseous 
fuel used by the German airship, were 
in readiness for the dirigible. 

The spacious navy hangar, largest 


single span structure in the world, 
was clear of the dirigible Los An- 
geles, which left last night for Cleve- 
land in connection with the air races 
there. The 200-foot blimps J-3 and 
J-4, ordinarily tucked away under the 
tuin of the Los Angeles, were moved 
from the south to the north side of the 
hangar, along with a huge mobile 
mooring mast, 

Thus, the task of the ground crew 
in towing the Graf Zeppelin into its 
berth will be much easier than usual. 

Only a perfunctory examination of 
the passengers’ baggage will be made 
by customs men when the Graf Zep- 
nelin lands, a wire today from Wil- 
liam Von Meister, personal represen- 
tative of Dr. Hugo Eckener to Harry 
Bruno, press representative here, said. 

A detailed baggage examination was 
made on the airship’s arrival at [Los 
Angeles from Tokyo. On arrival here 
the passengers will immediately be 
placed aboard a special train for New

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THE HUMAN RADIATOR AND 
HOW IT WORKS. 

Although the evaporation of water 
from the surface is a real factor in 
the cooling of the body in very hot or 
humid weather, this is by no means 
the chief way in which the surplus 
body heat is disposed of. Ordinarily 
the total amount of heat given off by 

the body is lost as follows: 
Per Cent 


By radiation couduction 
from the skin 13 _

From this table it is obvious tha 
when a person sits at rest in a room 
where there is a moderate temperature 
aml humidity he loses half as much 
heat throught evaporation of moisture 
from the lungs as he does through 
evaporation of sweat, visible or in- 
visible. The proportion of heat dis- 
sipated through radiation is smaller 
when surrounding temperature is high, 
and naturally the amount of heat lost 
through sweating increases when the 
atmospheric temperature is high. 

The function of the skin as a rad- 
iator is greatly influenced by the kind 
of clothing worn. Clothing of any 
kind tends to diminish heat loss by 
conduction and radiation and to in- 
crease sweating at the same time. 
Some clothing interferes with the 
evaporation of moisture. Some cloth- 
ing rather aids the evaporation of 
moisture. This depends on the mate- 
rial, the weave and the thickness of 
t! clothing. 

There is still another factor of even 
more importance than clothing in con- 
trolling heat loss. The sweat nerves 
and the vasometer nerves of the skin 
have an automatic reflex control of 
the amount of heat excreted through 
the skin and the amount of warm 
blood sent to the skin from the inter- 
nal circulation. 

Because clothing impairs the fune- 
tion of this automatic heat control 
system it is a good practice for every- 
body to take advantage of every op- 
portunity to dispense with all cloth- 
in’, be it hot or cold weather. This 
habit, I believe, is far more healthful 
than the cold morning tub, sponge or 
shower bath habit. Not because I 
a constitutionally opposed to the wet 
wash, but because I think man is a 
mammal and not a fish, and that’s 
why he finds a cold air bath delight- 
ful or at least not unpleasant, where- 
as a cold water dip is often real tor- 
ture. Indeed, it is because the wet 
wash is so very formidable that many 
cultivate this habit; they reason that 
the cold water treatment, like castor 


. oil for Johnny's bellyache, must 


good because it is so darned unpleas- 
ant. Remember, we're discussing only 
the hygienic side of the question, not 
the esthetic side. However convenient 
the wet wash method of removing 
grime or filth may be, nakedness or 
air bathing if you please, is a prac- 
tice that is hygienic and healthful for 
e.erybody.If we ever do achieve 
nakedness again, or even somethin 
akin to it, as a common custom, 
mean, not just a fad or fashion, it 
wil. be a n to the physical welfare 
of the race. Experiment a little along 
thi. line and see for yourself what 
possibilities there are in it. Have you 
any kind of foot trouble? Go bare- 
foot a while every day, out of doors 
particularly, and notice, first, how the 
neighbors stare and then follow suit, 
and second, what benefits your feet 
and your general health derive from 
the practice. Then try to conceive 
what it would be like if we could go 
back to Adam and Eve in the matter 
of dress.

This was brought to light today 
hen induiry was made at the United 
States veterans’ bureau concerning re- 
ports that a middle west law firm and 
a group of attorneys were working in 
induce veterans to bring 
the bureau to collect on 
insurance policies or compensation 
claims. which, under the revised 
statutes, have elapsed. 

It was disclosed that in Boston 
alone approximately 300 such suits 
have heen filed, and the practice 1s in- 
dulged in by Jaw firms in Florida, 
Texas, Montana and the west coast. 
tetween 3.000 and 4,000 cases are 
pending in United States courts await- 
ing trial and decision. 

The number of suits, veterans’ bu- 
reau officiala announced, is actually 
below normal, when it is considered 
that approximately 4,500,000 men 
were mustered into the military serv- 
ice in the World War, and all sub- 
sc ‘ibed to risk policies, 

Two Maturity Classes. 

Under the original World War vet- 
erans’ act of 1924 congress provided 
for two classes of maturities of pol- 
First, at death; second, on 
diagnosis of permanent and total dis- 
ability. Congress amended this law, 
burenu executives explained, to ac- 
commodate veterans who became dis- 
abled but who had been negligent tn 
presenting a claim 
reinstated insurance.

Soon after this statute became the 
law legal firms who proposed to and 
do specialize in, claims against the 
government sent circulars to numerous 
veterans suggesting that if their 
claims had been denied by the bureau, 
redress might be had in courts. 

In response to these circulars, which 
also were sent by state and district 
chapters of veterans’ organizations 
and by some individual veterans, act- 
ing as solicitors for lawyers, the three 
or four thousand law suits found their 
way into federal courts. 

Might Avoid Lawyers. 

It was the hope of congress that by 
extending the time limit for filing 
claims under the insurance act, and 
applications for reinstatement, re- 
course to legal assistance might be 
avoided. 

Nevertheless, the solicitation by 
lawyers of clients who either have 
had their rights denied through neg- 
ligence, incompetent presentation of 
evidence, or lack of merit, is regarded 
by Veterans’ Bureau officials as a 
throw-back to the post Civil War 
days when the “pension” lawyer 
éprang into existence and reaped a 
handsome reward from the veterans of 
1861-65. 

A high executive in the bureau 
pointed out that if he were to resign 
he could take with him a long list 
of veterans who have been’ turned 
by the medical and legal ex- 
and by 
corresponding with them induce a 
number to file suits in courts of law 
or equity. 

If such suits were tried before 
juries, a sympathetic appeal might 
bring a favorable verdict which could 
not be obtained by impersonal . ex- 
amination of the veteran and the tes- 
timony which he submitted with his 
claim; or, if the suit were in equity, 
some of the lenient maxims might be 
invoked to impress the judge, whe 
possibly served in the World or Span- 
ish wars and, therefore, would bear 
a kindly feeling toward a _ brother-in- 
‘arms. It is surprising, this official 
remarked, that more members of the 
bureau legal staff have not entered 
this particular line of practice. 

Sends Out Record. 

When a suit is brought in a federal 
court the Veterans bureau sends the 
record in the case to the United States 
attorney, who defends the goverhment. 
Assisting him is an attorney from the 
bureau. If examination and cross- 
examination of witnesses discloses 
that the veteran has not received jus- 
tice at the hands of the government, 
the bureau representative will ask for 
ain instructed verdict or judgment in 
favor of the veteran. Of the three or 
four thousand suits pending the. bu- 
reau anticipates that not more than 
OU per cent will be tried. . 

The reported splitting of fees be- 
tween one or more law firms, whereby 
so much as 50 per cent of the amount 
collected is absorbed by lawyers, ex- 
ists, bureau officials declare. -The 
bureau, however, it was explained, 
cannot control the relations between

:: AIRPLANE ATTACHES SELF TO LOS ANGELES 


To Plane Made at Cleveland 


BY ALLEN QUINN, 
Aviation Editor, The Associated Press. 
Cleveland, August -28.—(4)—Pres- 
aging the time when the dirigible may 


become the battleship of the air, 
armed with fighting planes to guard 
it from attackers, the first public 
demonstration of an airplane attach- 
ing itself to the dirigible Los Angeles 
was given 100,000 persons at the na- 
tional air races here today. 

During the maneuver, a passenger 
was transferred from a dirigible to 
an airplane for the first time in his- 
tory. he plane remained with the 
Los Angeles for about 15 minutes, 
then was released and landed with its 
passenger on the airport. 

The huge navy dirigible was cruis- 
ing slowly 1,500 feet above the muni- 
cipal airport when the contact was 
made by Lieutenant A. W. Gorton 
of the navy, flying an observation 
plane. 

Three times Lieutenant Gorton at- 
tempted to make the contact but fail- 
ed. The fourth time he placed the 
hook on the upper wing of his plane 
through a ladder-like contrivance let 
dewn through a trap door in the bot- 
tom of the Los Angeles. The plane 
and dirigible were flying very slow 
when the contact was made. 

While Gorton was hanging below 
the huge Los Angeles, the motor of 
his plane- turhing over slowly, a 
member of the Los Angeles’ crew, 
Lieutenant Calvin Bolster, of Ravena, 
Ohio, came down the ladder through 
ths trap door and got into the plane. 
. After cruising about in view of the 
great airport crowd, the Los Angeles 
headed into the wind and Gorton 
broke the contact. He headed the 
plane downward sharply to gain speed 
and then flew in for a landing in 
front of the grand stands.

“To show the value of hedging in 
cotton futures by the purchase or sale 
of cotton futures, a bank would loan 
only 65 per cent of the market value 
of a bale of cotton if it were not 
hedged, but if it was hedged by the 
futures contract, they would loan 90 
per cent.

“Although it is something more, the 
league is primarily a political instru- 
ment of the victors in the late war 
for the exertion of force to maintain 
the ‘status quo’ of Europe as estab- 
lished by the tteaty of Versailles. An 
important point about the covenant is 
the means it authorizes to enforce the 
treaty. The method is that of block- 
ade, which was so important in reduc- 
ing Germany. 

_“When the league declares any na- 
tion an aggressor, all commerce with 
her will be forbidden. In league cir- 
cles, it is hoped that this country. 
which dees not belong to the league, 
will acquiesce in or even support the 
league’s discipline but the members of 
the league are most anxious to et 
this country to pledge itself befere- 
hand to support the league.

AIRPLANES, YOUNG SAYS 


Mass... August 28. 
(P)—The real armament limitation 
problem lies in the restriction of 
aerial and submarine warfare, rather ' 
than in naval parity, George Young, 
labor member of the British parlia- 
ment, said today before the limitation 
of armament conference of the Insti- 
tute of Politics. 

“The real business with which we 
are faced is the matter of aerial war- 
fare.” he said. “We in England 
realize its danger. Regardless of how 
many battleships we may possess, ene 
airplane, equipped with bombs or poi- 
sonous gases, could wipe out the whole 
administrative area of London. 

“Submarines are a vital factor to 
be considered. They are military de- 
stroying weapons and commerce ¢de- 
stroying weapons—a cheap form of 
armament for powers that do not 
wish to spend money. I believe there 
would be no difficulty in getting Eng- 
land to agree to outright elimination 
of submarines. 


Are Vital Factors. 

“Airplanes, on the other hand, can- 
not be eliminated, because they have 
become vital factors in commerce, but 
restrictions can be put on their use 
in warfare. 

“So far as naval parity is concern- 
ed, eruisers, which are the crux of 
the present business, will undoubtedly 
be put in the class of fighting ships 
and limited on the basis of parity. 
We need not worry about parity of 
policing vessels. They are needed for 
international protection. England 
would undoubtedly have been cen- 
sured if she had no such vessels to 
carry help to Palestine in the present 
crisis there.” 

Rear Admiral W. L. Rodgers, dis- 
cussing the question of freedom of the 
seas, said: ‘ 

“Experience of the last as well as 
of previous wars shows that in or- 
der to maintain a measure of free- 
dom for our neutral trade there are 
two requisites. We must have a mer- 
chant fleet under the American flag 
which is capable of carrying a large 
share of American foreign trade and 
a navy capable of defending it—that

(En Route to Pebble Beach) 

Some one brought up the point in a train discussion on the way to 
Pebble Beach as to how many championship entries actually had a fair 
chance of beating Bobby Jones in his shot for a new American record 
that would lift him above Jerry Travers’s old mark of four. 

The big chance will come in one of the two eighteen-hole matches 
that will take place next Wednesday.” In other eighteen-hole matches 
Dick Jones, McCarthy and Rae Gorton all came within a putt of dis- 
placing the open and amateur champion, and there are any number of 
younger players and veterans who will be just as dangerous next week, 
even more dangerous, if the crown wearer doesn’t hit a faster eighteen- 
hole clip. 

California alone has four or five youngsters who can travel at a dizzy 
pace when they are right. And such better known golfers as Doc Will- 
ing, Johnny McHugh, Don Moe, Jack Neville, Bon Stein, etc., from the 
Far West coast line have better than an outside chance to beat any one

Von Elm, the second best amateur, so far as recent playing records 
go, has suffered two eighteen-hole defeats in nis last two championship 
Starts, and that alone proves how rocky the short route is. 

In the case of Jones it will be a different story, once he has scram- 
bled through into the thirty-six-hole clearing; where he has an all-day 
battle to fook after. The odds then are against one taking his measure, 
unless Von Elm or Sweetser are at their best. And these at their best 
are good enough to go after Jones, Hagen or any one else. 

The best chance any one will have to beat Jones in ons of the shorter 
hauls will come from some golfer not so well known who happens to 
be unexpectedly good. Some one of this type may toss a grenade into 
the works before the champion gets keyed up and under way. 

Under such conditions it is never an easy job to pick up speed in 


'a hurry, as golf isn't that type of competition. 


Mental Attitude. 


Jones hasn't yet been able to work himself into his best mental aitti- 
tude for his eighteen-hole matches. As far back as 1920, in England, 
against a golfer named Hamlet, he was somewhere around 90. On two 
or three occasions in the last two or three years he has been out in 
41 or 42, where in his thirty-six-hole matches he was out in something 
between 31 and 35. 

In most of his thirty-six-hole matches he has had the battle about 
won at the ninth green. In his eighteen-hole matches he has often been 
1 or 2 down to a 39 or a 40. 

If he carries the same mental attitude into action at Pebble Beach he 
is quite likely to get hooked, just as Von Elm cid at Minikahda and at 
Braeburn. 

After all, eighteen holes is a round of golf, just as nine innings is 
a ball game. 

Both Jones and Von Elm must make up their minds to sprint as well 
as they take care of the longer routes. 

The amateur golf championship of the United States demands more 
qualities than any other championship played. It calls first for a medal 
test. After that it demands quick action, the ability to start fast and 
hold the pace at two eighteen-hole matches. Then comes the final three- 
day test at thirty-six holes, where stamina and skill are in Gemand. The 
queer part is that while the Georgia star has played his worst golf in 
the eighteen-hole matches, he has never lost one. His one defeat in the 
last five years has been over the longer thirty-six-hole route, and before 
that he was beaten at thirty-six holes by Bob Gardner in 1916, by Dave 
Herron in 1919, by Francis Ouimet in 1920, oy Willie Hunter in 1921, 
by Jess Sweetser in 1922 and by Max Marston in 1923. But the Jones 
of today is a very different golfer from the younger and more impetuous 
player of several years ago. 


Von Elm’s Chance. 


George Von Elm will also have to key himself into a different mental 
attitude for these shorter matches. Augustus almost stopped him at Bal- 
tusrol in 1926, where Von Elm had to hole a 20-foot putt near the finish 
to keep the match alive. After that he was beaten by Legg and Yates. 
Once past the eighteen-hole affair, Von Elm should be a hard man to take 
over Pebble Beach, where his good driving «nd his fine ‘ron play to well 
trapped greens will make him more than normally formidable. : 

Yet with such golfers in the field as Sweetser, Voigt, Willing, Ouimet, 
McHugh, Neville, Moe, Tolley, Storey and others, the scrapping will be 
hard enough all day along the route. 

Sweetser is not to be overlooked. He is the hardest of all golfers to 
discourage, and if he is near his game he has the rest of it to work 
with—steel-shod determination and the fear of no opponent. No man 
will ever beat him on the first tee. He is more likely to play his best 
golf against Jones or Von Elm than any one else. 

Sweetser is a great fighter, and it is merely a question as to how 
his rather long tournament lay-off will affect the steadiness of his play. 
He was the old Sweetser in his last start in the Victory tournament, 
where his closing rounds of 70-68 were good enough to hold any one, 


again in their southern games, 

Only a very unwise prognosticator 
would read the Georgia Bulldogs out 
of the picture now.

Tolley won the British amateur 
championship in 1920 and again 
this year. He was the French open 
champion in 1924 and 1928.

In the British open champion- 
ship at Troon in 1923 he drove 
the first green, 350 yards, and 
holed the putt for a two.

“There was one poor matador who 
failed to stick the bull with the ban- 
derillos and the dinning was awful. 


There was a fellow next to me who 
almost blew my ear off so busy was 
he in ‘razzing’ the matador. ‘The 
whole erowd has them and they use 
them at any time the exhibition isn't 
thrilling enough to satisfy them,” Pro- 
fessor Armstrong said. 

While the Atlanta party would not 
care to witness another bullfight they 
found the matadors so skillful as to 
be worthy of the admiration accorded 
any fine athlete. They witnessed the 
Brooklyn boy, Sidney Franklin, one 
of Spain’s most popular matadors. and 
found him to be one of the most ex- 
pert. 

Franklin was gored recently when 
he flirted too closely with the rushing 
horns of a maddened bull. 

BRINGING ON THE BULL. 


“The bull is brought on_and mad- 
dened by the picators,” said Professor 
Armstrong. “The picators ridé horses 
w ich are protected on one side by 
thick felt padding. If the bull gets on 
the other side it is just too bad for 
the horse. They often do and that is 
the most eruel part of the fight. The 
picator. stick barbs containing an ir- 
ritant in the neck of the bull. This 
enrages him. They keep him going 
about until he is sufficiently maddened 
for the matadors to take him over. 
The matadors are in the ring with the 
picators because the bull often upsets 
the horse and rider. The matadors 
then lead the bull away by waving 
their red capes at him so that the 
picator may escape. 

“When the bull is ready the mata- 
dor who has been selected to kill the 
bull steps before the royal box and 
dedicates the bull to some one, Often 
it is the lady. of his choice or some 
beautiful lady he has seen in the 
stands. While we were there the Span- 
ish airmen, lost for a week, had been 
found and one of the bulls was dedi- 
cated to them. 
THRILLING EXHIBITION. 


“If the matador is a good one the 
exhibition is breath-taking in its skill- 
ful handling of a dangerous animal. 
The good ones avoid the charge of 
the bull by the barest fraction of an 
inch, stepping aside from the lunging 
horns at the very last second. 

“It is in sticking the banderillas 
in the bull that the crowd gets its 
greatest thrill,” said Professor Arm- 
strong. “The banderellos age barbs 
with gayly colored shafts. They come 
in sets of six. The matador must stick 
them in a certain soft area of the 
bull’s shoulder of they won’t go in. 

“To do this he stands with one ban- 
derello in each hand. They are raised 
over his head. As the bull charges in 
he lowers his head.' Those fellows wait 
until his horns are almost touching 
their body and then fling the bander-

He must see that the 
bull’s feet are in line because he must 
sever the spinal cord to kill him with 
one blow. Often they use more. It is 
a triumph to slay the bull with just 
one stab. 

“The. matador holds his red cloth 
in one hand and gradually lowers it. 
The bull’s head follows it down, leav- 
ing his shoulders exposed. As the bull 
charges the matador lunges with his 
sword. The American, Sidney Frank- 
lin, killed with one blow while we 
were there and the crowd was wild 
about him. 

“The matadors wear beautiful silks 
and the whole arena is a mass of color 
and sound.

U.S, GETS 3 REQUESTS

Washington, August 28.—(A)— 
Though the government this fall will 
begin the distilling of 2,000,000 gal-

lons of medicinal whisky to replenish 
the diminishing supply now in bond, 
onl¢ three distillers have as yet filed 
applications for permits to produce 
the liquor. 

Assistant Secretary Lowman said 
today the distillers seemed to be wait- 
ing for the prohibition bureau to se- 
lect the distilleries which would be 
granted permits to produce Bourbon 
and rye whisky. This he attributed 
to the statement of L’rohibition Com- 
missioner Doran that the bureau 
would select not more than six dis- | 
tilleries to manufacture the medicinal 
supplies. 

The prchibition bureau announced 
sume time ago that the production of 
whisky to replace the dwindling sup- 
ply of medicinal liquor would start 
this fall as there was less than 10.- 
000,000 gallons on hand and it would 
be nearly exhausted when the new 
liquor had been aged four years as re- 
quired under the bureau's rules. 

The legal consumption of whisky 
in this country the bureau set at be- 
tween 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 gallons 
@ year. 

Lowman said that if no more appli- 
cations to distill the liquor were re- 
ceived the bureau would select the five 
or six plants best equipped to manu- 
facture the supplies and grant them 
licenses to do the work. He did not 
make public the names of the distill- 
eries which have applied for the per- 
‘ mits,

Washington, August 28.—(/)—An 
offer made by Edward W. Harden, 
New York financier, to purchase from
